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COMMENTS 
Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
independent claim defines a quilting machine including a frame with at least two 
elongated roller member for supporting a quilting material thereon. The roller members 
are spaced apart and rotated freely for moving the material toward a sewing arm of a 
movable sewing machine. A sliding track is provided for supporting the sewing machine 
and allowing movement of the sewing machine in a directional plane perpendicular and 
parallel to the roller members. A quick release brake means are provided for applying 
and releasing braking of the rollers for controlling the direction of and rotation of the 
rollers. The dependent claims define further structure of the quilting machine of the 
independent claim.

Pertinent Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Shifano et al. Illustrate a 
movable sewing machine moving over a material feed system including a feed crank for 
controlling rotation of the material. Reed et al. illustrates a quilting machine including 
movable sewing machines and rollers for supporting rolled up material where the rollers 
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have a crank and ratchet bearings for controlling the rotation of the rollers. Maag 
illustrates a quilting machine including movable sewing machines and rollers for 
supporting rolled up material where the rollers have releasable one-way clutches for 
controlling the rotation of the rollers.
